larly in areas where there was fall 
damage in 1966. 

ALL RISK CROP INSURANCE 

Unless there is some last minute 
change, there will be no expansion 
of the area that is eligible to par¬ 
ticipate in the County of Vulcan. 
Generally, the part of the County 
which lies west of Lake McGregor 
is eligible for All Risk Crop In¬ 
surance. Spring wheat, oats and 
barley are insurable. The risks that 
are covered are drought, hail, 
frost, wildlife and five other perils. 
Generally this insurance covers all 
risks that farmers can’t control. 

If you insure under this plan 
there will be no PFAA levy on 
any of your grain deliveries dur¬ 
ing that crop year. The premiums 
will vary from one farm to the 
next because productive potential 
varies. If you have insured for a 
number of years without any 
claims, you are eligible for a dis¬ 
count. After six years for example, 
the discount is 25%. The more 
acres that you insure the larger 
the size discount becomes, up to 
15%. 

Rather than fill the paper com¬ 
pletely with crop insurance infor¬ 
mation, I’ll just say that appli¬ 
cations must be made before April 
30 for this year's crop. For more 
information contact your local Al¬ 
berta Crop Insurance Corporation 
Agent. 


The incidence of grasshopper da¬ 
mage in the Southern portion of 
the County of Vulcan is likely to 
be more severe than last year. This 
conclusion is based on information 
released by Dr. D. S. Smith, En¬ 
tomologist at the Lethbridge Re¬ 
search Station. The major change 
is a threefold increase in area 
which will likely be "Moderately” 
affected by grasshoppers this next 
year. 

Last year’s late hatch was one of 
the reasons for this population 
increase. This enabled the young 
grasshoppers to avoid exposure to 
the long period of cool spring 
weather. The open fall provided 
ideal weather for egg-laying much 
later than usual. Farmers who had 
to spray their fall rye and winter 
wheat know what we mean about 
ideal weather for grasshoppers. 

Moderate infestation is expected 
this year in the area between 
Stavely, Fort Macleod, Lethbridge 
and Carmangay. Light infestations 
will border this moderate area. 

So if your land is in this area 
or relatively nearby, a close watch 
should be maintained this spring. 
Damage can be expected particu-

weeks. It was before the House of 
Commons Committee on Trans¬ 
portation for nearly three months, 
where over forty amendments 
were added. It was also on the 
floor of the House of Commons for 
about fifteen days. Very little is 
written up by newspapers on an 
important piece of legislation like 
this, because reporters do not 
know too much about the economic 
details and they are more inclin¬ 
ed to write up something sen¬ 
sational, in order to sell daily 
newspapers. 

Originally, the bill had a clause 
directing the new commission to 
make a study of the Crowsnest 
Pass freight rates. The purpose 
back of this was to create a 
situation for the railroads to ob¬ 
tain government subsidies for 
hauling grain. The clause was de¬ 
feated in Committee on the 
grounds that the railroads were 
given land along the right-of-ways 
and mineral rights for a contract
